In response to the restriction requirement set forth in the July 2. 2002 Office 
Action, the period of response for which extension is requested by the attached 
Petition for Extension of Time, applicants hereby elect the Group II invention drawn 
to a method of manufacturing a semiconductor device, noting that claims 19-24 read 
on as elected group, with traverse. 

It is noted that the Office Action states that if the Group II invention is elected, 
it is necessary to elect a patentably distinct species "as listed above." However, the 
list of species pertains to the device rather than the method. Therefore, applicants 
respectfully submit that since they are electing Group II directed to the method of 
manufacturing a semiconductor device, no further election of species is necessary. 

Notwithstanding the above comments, in order to ensure full response to the 
Office Action, applicants hereby elect Embodiment 1 noting that claims 19-24 would 



be readable on a method of making the device shown in Embodiment 1 .
